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1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 


Periodic  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examinations 
proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory,  and  close  liaison  is  kept  with 
the  Merioneth  Water  Board,  who  administer  the  supply. 

2.  DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE. 


Only  routine  maintenance  was  required  during  the  year,  as 
once  again  the  town*s  sewers  continued  to  function  most 
satisfactory.  Periodical  treatment  with  chemicals  ensured  that 
grease  and  fat  did  not  accumulate  and  cause  blockages. 

The  cesspool  emptier  worked  most  satisfactorily,  coping 
again  with  a heavy  demand  from  the  Llanaber  area.  The  year 
did  not  see  a start  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Llanaber 
area,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  'green  light’  will  be 
given  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Bontfach  and  Bryn-Teg  functioned  satisfactorily  and  there 
were  no  incidents  of  flooding. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


There  were  no  cases  regarding  the  pollution  of  rivers 
or  streams  within  the  Urban  District. 

If.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


There  were  no  known  cases  of  changeover  from  the  dry 
conservancy  system  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Despite  the  increase  in  volume,  refuse  gave  rise  to  no 
problems  and  a regular  collection  was  maintained.  The 
introduction  of  paper  sacks  to  the  ’Old  Barmouth’  area  proved 
to  be  a great  success. 

Once  again  litter  was  a serious  problem,  and  the  new 
concrete  litter  bins  helped  tremendously  to  keep  the  area  tidy. 

No  problems  arose  from  the  refuse  tip,  although  it  again 
proved  to  be  an  expensive  project.  A considerable  area  was 
filled  in  and  soon  the  problem  of  finding  another  site  will  be 
thrust  upon  us.

The  Rodent  Officer,  who  is  shared  by  both  Dolgellau  Councils 
carried  out  his  duties  efficiently  and  effectively  and  there  were  no 
serious  cases  of  rodent  infestation  brought  to  ray  notice. 

Food  Hygiene 

Generally  the  standard  of  hygiene  was  high  and  no  official 
complaints  were  received.  Whilst  standards  appear  to  be  improving 
there  are  still  certain  premises  that  have  to  be  continually 
reminded  of  the  Regulations. 

A fair  quantity  of  food  was  voluntarily  surrendered  for 
condemnation  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.

More  work  was  carried  out  on  small  matters  required  to  bring 
establishments  up  to  the  required  standard,

No  new  houses  were  started  or  completed  during  the  year.

There  being  no  slaughter  house  in  the  district,  no  meat 
inspections  took  place  during  the  year. 

10.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


Once  again  this  year  the  coin-locks  tended  to  be  the  cause  of 
complaints.  Heavy  use  was  made  of  these  premises  and  again  they  were 
abused  by  certain  sections  of  the  community.  The  conveniences  on  the 
Harbour  again  proved  inadequate  and  steps  must  be  taken  to  provide 
additional  facilities.

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  ttie  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  December  31st  1968. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
was  2,240  (2,270  in  1967,  1966  and  1965). 

There  were  21  live  births  (30  in  1967)  no  stillbirths.  One 
infant  died  in  the  first  month  of  life. 

31  persons  from  the  Urban  Area  died  during  1968.  20  of  these 

were  due  to  heart  disease  and  strokes.  Cancer  was  responsible 
for  4 deaths. 

No  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year  and 
there  was  no  death  from  the  disease. 

The  report  is  generally  a very  satisfactory  one. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector  Mr.  Pugh,  the  Clerk 
and'  all  the  other  Council  Officials  for  their  co-operation  during  the 
year.
